Bert  Cooper  Dies 
In  Jefferson  City 

A.  H.  “Bert”  Cooper,  76,  director 
of  the  State  Department  of  Bus¬ 
iness  and  Administration,  Jefferson 
City,  died  Sunday  morning  in  a 
hospital  there.  He  had  suffered  a 
heart  attack  at  his  home  earlier  in 
the  day. 

Cooper,  who  was  on  leave  from 
the  faculty  at  Northwest  State  Col¬ 
lege,  served  as  Nodaway  represen¬ 
tative  from  1934  to  1942.
